disease during the fifteen houre ending at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. There seems to be lit- 
tle, if any, decrease in the panic among the 
people, however. One thousand workmen have 
deserted their places at the arsenal and fied 
before the scourge. Both divisions of the evo- 
lutionary squadron have been removed from 
Toulon and stationed in the Guif of San Juan 
to await the subsidence of the epidemic. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 31.—The Portu- 
guese Government has informed the Post-Of- 
fice Department that, owing to the prevalence 
of cholera in Spain, and the possibility of its 
introduction through the mails, no registered 
samples or packages containing woolen in any 
shape sent via Spain will be received or deliv- 


ered in Portugal.

He was not drowned, but 
the waves and repeated contact with 
the lifeboat bad crushed in mis 
chest and killed him. The Wilson and her cargo 
were valued at $8,000 and are a total loss. 
There is $2,500 insurance on the vessel. She 
was owned at New Bedford, Mass.

Gen. Butlers cali was on Judge Miller, who 


passed the summer at Block Isiand, and as Col. 
Corkhili was present at the Block Island inter- 
view, your correspondent asked him to explain 
the object of Butler's call on Justice miller. 
Col. Corkhill said: 

„There was no political significance in his 
coming, but a great deal of business which will, 
in the not remote future, make matters lively 
in the White House and elsewhere. I don't 
think there ia any secrecy concerning it, nor 
any attempt to.conceal the real object. The 
real cause of the visit was the order of Presi- 
dent Cleveland directing the owners of cattle 
on the Indian lands in the West to vacate their 
grazing-grounds. Gen. Butler is himself one 
ot the proprjetors of a large ranch, and his 
clients and personal friends represent many 
millions of dollars of capital thus in- 
vested. The order is, therefore, of 
very great consequence and importance 
to them, and he was preparing to sue 
the President of the United States, and the ob- 
ject of his visit was to ask a preliminary order 
restraining the execution of the proolamation 
of the President until the questions involved 


could be determined by the courts. Gen. But- 


ler’s object. was to present the matter to Juage 
Miller, Judge Blatchford being absent from his 
circuit and not easy of access. Gen. Butler, as 
I nave said, represents many millions of dollars 
invested by his clients, and presented very 
cogent reasons for some order that would pro- 
tect them. The desired order was not issued, 
and I did not hear any of the conversation with 
Justice Miller about it, and I do not know 
what his views upon the question are.” 
A SPECIOUS PLEA. 

Col. Corkhill then said that there had un- 
doubtedly been great frauds committed, yet 
many honest men had invested money in the 
business, supposing everything to be right, 
honest, and legal. Now, about this order,“ 
continued he, there will surely be a fight; the 
eattie will not be moved.

A MISSISSIPPI MYSTERY. !

Robert Doxey and Mrs. Wash Johnson upon 
the eve of their departure from the State, 
charged with the murder of Doxey’s wife about 
four weeks ago. Doxey and Mrs, Johnson 
made a trip to Tupelo, Miss., during which 
time, as has recently been disclosed, they 
passed as busband and wite. Shortly after 
their return Doxey and his wife visited 
Mrs. Johnson, and while there Doxey’s 
wife was taken suddenly ill and 
died without a pbysician being called in. 
The remains were interred without a post-mor- 
tem examination, Since the death of Mrs. 
Doxey, her husband and Mrs. Johuson have 
beea intimate, and both sold their effects and 
made preparations to leave the State, which 
excited suspicions, and they were arrested last 
Friday, Mrs, Johnson resisting arrest with a 
pistol. It was developed that Doxey the day 
before his wife’s death bought strychnine of a 
druggist here, saying it was tor coons 
that were destroymge his corn, He 
also bought some liver pills and quinine, 
saying his wife was very sick and 
he believed she would die. When Doxer got 
home that hight he gave his wife two pills, 
and repeated the dose next mornme. Mrs. 
Johnson today said that Tuesday morning, 
after giving his wife the pills, Doxey called 
for a saucer and some flour, making two al- 
leged quinine pills, and gave them to his wife, 
and that she died in two hours. This Doxey 
denies, and says his wife in her dying mo- 
ments told him Mrs. Johnson gave her some 
medicine which tasted badly, and said sue was 
poisoned. The magistrate committed both 
without bail to answer the murder. Mrs. Doxey 
was enceinie. 

Doxey is a nephew of the late Gen. Hindman 
of Arkansas. His mother is an excelient 
woman and is prostrated with grief. He has 
two brothers, honest, industrious men. Mrs.

proveht bere some 2,000 wooden boxes, strapped 
with fron. In each box are placed four sacks, 
contaiaing $1,000 each of silver, or $4,000 
per box. The weight of a sack is sixty pounds 
avoirdupois and of a box filied say 250 pounds. 
A wagron-load is eighteen boxes or 4,500 
pounds. The amount of money transported 
at each trip is $72,000. A squad of four ma- 
rineé accompanies the wagon to the vessel, 
where the silver is deposited in the magazine, 
which has been cleared of ammunition 
for its reception. It is proposed that 
the Swatara and Yantic together sball 
take between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000 of the 
$16,500,000 in the mint. Some days will be con- 
sumed in the work of sbipping the precious 
cargo. Each sack is weighed before being

THE NEW PRIMARY ELECTION LAW.. 


At the meeting of the Union Veteran Club 


Saturday evening resolutions were passed in 


favor of the adoption: by the Republican 
County Central Committee of the Crawford 


law passed at the last session of the Legis- | 


lature for the government of primary elec- 
‘tions. The strong language of the resolu- 
tions, and particularly of the preamble, was 
hardly called for, and the remarks of those 
who spoke to the resolutions were somewhat 
violent.

The law, Which becomes lere ** when- 
ever any committee or body authorized by 
the rules or customs of a political asso- 
clation shall elect to accept and act 
under its provisions,” is an admirable one 
in many respects. It provides (1) that the 
polls shall be open from 12 to 7 o’clock p. 
m.; (2) that three reputable persons who 
shall be under oath to act fairly and honestly 
shall act as judges of election; (3) that no 
person can vote at the primary who is not a 
citizen, a resident, or a voter, or who is 
not entitled to vote under the terms of the 
call of the central body.” The act further 
provides penalties for injustice or illegality 
on the part of the judges and fraud and per- 
jury on the part of the voter. Tally-sheets 
and poll-lists must.be kept as in the case of a 
regular election, and otherwise the honesty 
of the primary is guarded. If intelligently 
put into operation the law will insure the 
proper expression of the will of Republican 
voters at conventions which shall be truly 
representative. None but fit men can easily 
receive nominations, and the ‘‘ mercenary 
hucksters ” of the party will be kept in the 
background, 


BEN BUTLER’S EFFRONTERY. 

The New York Herald claims to have the 
information that the real object of the recent 
visit t Gen. Butler to Block Island was to 
ask Justice Miller of the United States Su- 
preme Court, who is visiting that resort at 
present, to issue an injunction restraining the 
President from enforcing his proclamation to 
the cattlemen on the Indian lands until the 
questions involved can be pronounced upon by 
the court. It is said that Butler not only has 
large ranch interests of his own, but repre- 
sents many millions of dollars invested in 
the same direction by clients of his, and that 
this was the first step taken by him in the 
contest that will arise if they refuse to move 
from the lands which have been fraudulently 
and illegally occupied. 

It is further said that Justice Miller de- 
clined to issue the injunction, as might have 
deen expected, though his opinion as to the 
questions involved is not known. There has 
never yet been an instance where the Su- 
preme Court has enjoined a President, | 
though applications for preliminary orders of 
this kind have been made several times, as, for 
‘instance, while he reconstruction measures 
were pending and in the matter of the first 
Civil-Rights bill. The Supreme Court has 
more than once decided that the President 
cannot be enjoined in the exercise of political 
power; and what other power has he ? The 
cattle proclamation was unquestionably a po- 
litical act; as it is based upon the laws of 
Congress and upon National contracts, which 
it is the duty of the Government to protect.

EFFECTS OF HiGHEK FEMALE EDU-

chusetts Bureau of Statistics of Labor, pre-

The volume, indeed, is a 
monument of care and painstaking and con- 
tains much curious and interesting Informa- 
tion in the line of industrial statistics as well 
as profitable. themes for digenasion by ‘social 
reformers. 

One of the most interesting topics treated 
in the report is that of the health of female- 
college graduates, the statistics of which 
have been gathered by the Association of 
Collegiate Alumne throughout the country. 
In 1883, when they were collected, the num- 
ber of graduates from twelve of these insti- 
tutions—the Boston, Cornell, Kansas, Michi- 
gan, Syracuse, Wesleyan, and Wisconsin 
Universities, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and Oberlin, Smith, Vassar, and 
Wellesley Colleges—was 1,290, and of these 
705 replied to the questions sent them. 
These questions related to conditions of child- 
hood, individual health, family health, col- 
lege conditions, and conditions since gradua- 
tion. Of the 705 graduates mere than 83 
per cent were the children of native Ameri- 
can parents. The childhood of 411 was 
spent wholly in the country, of 165 wholly 
in the city, and df 129 partly in each: Of 
the whole number 289 began study at home 
and 400 at school, While 544 report taking 


an average of four hours’ daily exercise. 


The average age at which they began study 
was 5 years, at entering college 18, and their 
average present age is 28. 

The improvement of their opportunities 
for study shows a high average, as compared 
with young men in colleges, for 438 of them 
studied moderately and 199 Severely, while 
only 4 studied but little. .The traditional 
worry of the sex does not seem to be con- 
firmed, for 172 worried about their studies, 
89 about themselvés, and 131 about both, but 
313 of them did not worry at all. Their hab- 
its in college might also be commended to the 
male student, as 637 of them had regular 
hours for eating and 578 for sleeping, while 
only 68 had no regular hours for eating and 
127 none for sleeping. Nor were the sweet- 
girl graduates society young ladies, as 338 did 
not go into society at all and 322 but a very 
little. ‘The actual butterflies were only 28. 
Since graduation nearly all of them appear 
to have found o¢cupation. Only 24 of the 
whole number have occupied themselves with 
social duties to the exclusion of all others. 
There are 270 engaged in . housework in con- 
nection with other occupations, 37 in profes- 
sional work, 112 in -professional and other 
occupations, and 224 are teaching. As to the 
health of graduates the report says: 

On entering college 78.16 per cent were in 


good, 1.98 per cent in fair, and 19.86in poor 


health. Since graduation the percentages are 
77.89, 5.11, and 17.02 respectively. in other 
words, 138 report a deterioration in health, 418 
have had no change, and 149 show an improve- 
ment in heath. The most prevalent cause of 
disorders is constitutional weakness. The pres- 
ent health of graduates seems to bave been af- 
fected acéording as their parents have enjoyed 
either good or poor health, the figures showing 
3 per cent increase in heaith for those whose 
parents were both in good health, and a decline 
in health of over 17 per cent for those whose 
parents were both in poor heaith. For those 
who entered college at 16 years of age or un- 
der, an increased deterioration in health of de- 
tween 10 and 11 percent as compared with 
those who entered ata later age is observed. 
Those who worried over studies alone show no 
perceptible change in health; those who wor- 
ried over personal affairs, a decline in health 
of over 10 per cent; those who worried over 
both studies and affairs, a decline in health of 
15 per cent; while those who worried over nel- 
ther studies nor affairs show an iacrease in 
healtu of 10 per cent. 


It is evident from these statistics that a 


collegiate education is not necessarily un- 
healthy for young women and that it does 
not seriously weaken or impair the body. 
Indeed,,Mr. Wright makes a- careful com- 
parison between the health of the graduates 
and that of working-girls and finds that there 
is a considerable difference in favor of the 
former. Another curious fact is presented 
in these statistics—namely: that female col- 
lege graduates are in no hurry about marry- 
ing, Of the 705, their average age being 28, 
there were 509 living in single blessedness 
and 196 had been married an average of. six 
years. Mr. Wright does not venture upon 
any discussion of the significant marriage

It is 
claimea that if the confirmation is not made 
‘the election cannot be held, and leaders of the 
low-ligense faction are now bending their et- 
forts in that direction. However, it is not gen- 
eraliy believed they will be successful. The 
first September meeiing of the City Council 
will occur two weeks from today, and Mayor 
Wallber will send to the Aldermanic. body his 
nominations for the necessary election officials 
at that meeting. The prevailing belief is that 
a confirmation cannot be prevented, and that 
the election will be allowed to proceed.

The general session was tardy in as- 
sembling, owing to the large amount of work 
on the standing committees’ hands. 

The first business, after some minor an- 
nouncements, was the election of fellows rrom 
the list of members. This honor is bestowed 
only for speciai and noteworty attainments in 
some Special scientific field. A list of sixty- 
eight was elected on the recommendation of 
the standing committee. There are three 
ladies iu this list whose work has been such as 
to bring them this honor. The reports of vari- 
ous committees were then taken up, and with 
but few exceptions the committees were re- 
tained. ; 
| VARIOUS COMMITTEE WORK. 

The Committee on The Best Methods of 
Science-Teaching in the Public Schools” re- 
ported considerable progress in securing the 
adoption of practical methods by the schools 
of several States. The Committee on The 
Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages " 
has been working to secure uniformity in the 
statistics gathered by the United States 
Government and by the States. Upon 
these statistics depend calculations as 
to longevity, bealthfulness of climate, and 
other important matters.

to find out just what the doctor would be able 


to testify in the forthcoming suits to prevent 
the transfer of the South Pennsylvania 
and Beech Creek Roads. Dr. Hostetter 
in answer to questions as to the South Pennsyl- 
vania deal said: | 

“The present situation, from what I can 
learn, is that two-therds of the original sub- 
scribers to the South Pennsylvania project are 
ready to go with Mr. Vanderbfit. The other 
third are standms out to have the road built. 
The Attorney-General has brought suit in the 
name of the State to prevent the sale. We want- 
ed a competing line with the Pennsylvania from 
Pittsburg via Harrisburg to Philadelphia and 
New York. The transfer of the majority of 
the South Pennsylvania interests tothe Penn- 
syivania defeats the project for all time. A 
farther objection to the sale is that Mr. Van- 
derbilt and.the majority intend not only to 
stop the building of te road, but to defraud 
the minority out of the money they have in- 
vested in the enterprise. The securities they 
propose to give us are worthiess. They want 
to issue $6,500,000 of bonds on the Bedford & 
Be Road, and make us take

Such little inquiry as ex- 
isted was for vessels to load corn for Bufalo, but 
owing to light stocks of this cereal shippers en- 
countered much difficulty in filling orders, and 
shipments were consequently limited.

There 
nad never hitherto been so many English 
Cardinais, either before or since the Retorma- 
tion; there were never more than twg before 
the Reformation, seldom more than and 
there bas usually been one since that period, 
We have now three for England, one— — 
for Australia, and one for North America. 
But, to begin with the Italian nominees, in 
raising to the purple Alphonsus Capecelatro, 
Archbishop of Capua,“ Leo XIII. has offered a 
characteristic proof both of wisdom and cour 
age. He is, if not the most distinguished, cer- 
tainly one of the two or three most learned and 
distinguished men among the Italian clergy, as 
thinkers and writers, and is also, as might be 
expected under the circumstances, one of the 
most liberal minded of them. He was natural- 
ly persona ingratissima to the late Pope, and 
was as little likely as Cardinal Newman, for 
whom he bas always shown a warm regard 
and admiration, to attain his present’ 
dignity under that régime; as Dr. Ddllinger 
said of the latter, “he was not the stuff 
Cardinals are made of.“ However, he has be- 
come a Cardinal now, and he is one of the few 


possible nominees among his countrymen who 


gives more than he gains by entering the 
Sacred College, The formal words in which 
the Pope recognized the value he attached to 
the zeal, counsel, and wisdom ”’ of his vener- 
able brethren have a more than formal appli- 
cation in his case, and it would bave been 
scarcely creditabie to the Papacy if such a man 
had gone to his grave without receiving the 
highest honors his church was able to bestow. 
Cardinal Melchers is remarkable in a different 
and less iliustrious fasbion. He was Archbishop 
of Cologne at the time of the Vatican Council, 
and took part in the preliminary meeting of Ger- 
man Bishops heid at Ida in September, 1869, 
and, signed the collective pastoral drawn up 
there, declaring that the Council neitber would 
nor could prociaim any new doctrines, which 
was intended and understood on ali sides as a 
disclaimer by anticipation of the intfallibslist 
view.

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The troubles betweeen Jacob B. Hepp and Josiah 
Bristow, the stockholders in the Hepp &

Hepp says that in 
May last, being in want of funds, he assisted in 
forming the Hepp & Bristow Planing- Mu Com- 
pany, with a capital ot $15,000, and soid to it his 
planing-mill for $10,000, receiving payment in stock. 
of the company at par. The mili at the time had a 
chattel mortgage on it for $2,500 to Bristow, which 
was paid by giving Bristow twenty-five shares 
oft stock of 100 - each. Two shares 
were then sold to parties, leaving complain- 
ant seventy-three out of a total of 150. Of 
the r@muining fifty shares not given to complain- 
ant Bristow —. forty and nis wife ten, and 
these with the twenty-five transferred to him by 
complainant and of the oda two sold 
to outside parties gave him a clear rity. 
Hepp was elected President and Superintendent of. 
the company at its organization and Bristow Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. Hepp now charges that Bris- 
tow has been gradually but steadily encroaching 
on him and his prerogatives, that he und his wife 
have called meetings at irregular times, and trans- 
- acted business withont Hepp’s presence, Bristow 


calling the meeting to order and putting motions | 


and his wife secdnding and voting wih him 
with commendable ‘tngnimity. This was a very 
close corporation, . Hepp’s efforts to break it 
have been quite guccesstul, as he was always 
voted down. He says that not only in this way 
have his rights been disregarded, but he com- 
plaing Bristow woolt not even ailow him to talk 
to a visitor alone, bat would always intrude his 
presence and conversation, to the great annoy- 
ance and disgust of your orator and to his friend 
and visitor.” Also, when complainant would take 
the company’s horse and buggy, whether on busi- 

ness or pleasure, the pertinacious Bristow would 
always insist on climbing into the buggy and going 
with him. Some time ago the foreman of the me- 
chanical department left and complainant took his 
place for a few days until another hand could be 
obtained, but Bristow refused to allow him 
to engage a new man, and compelled 
him to work at bench asa common band
